Hometown pitch 

Obama casts early vote in Chicago, urges others to voice their choice

President Obama returned to the South Side 
on Thursday and cast an early vote near his 
Kenwood home. 

While at the Martin Luther King Commu- 
nity Center in Bronzeville, Obama bantered 
with the election judge as he presented his ID. 

“Now ignore the fact that there’s no gray 
hair on that picture,” the Democratic presi- 
dent told the elections official. He added: “I’m 
just glad I renewed my driver’s license.” 

Obama then made a pitch for early voting that 
was clearly aimed at voters in states where the 
outcome will be tighter than in his home state. 


“For all of you who have not yet early voted, 
I just want everybody to see what an incredibly 
efficient process this was thanks to the out- 
standing folks who are at this particular polling 
place,” the president said. “Obviously, folks in 
Illinois can take advantage of this. But all across 
the country we’re seeing a lot of early voting.” 

“It means you don’t have to figure out 
whether you need to take time off work, fig- 
ure out how to pick up the kids and still cast 
a ballot,” he added. “If something happens on 
Election Day, you will have already taken care 
of it. If it’s bad weather you won’t get wet. Or in 
Chicago, snowy But this was really convenient. 


“I can’t tell you who I voted for. But I very 
much appreciate everybody here. It’s good to 
be home back in the neighborhood.” 

The hometown trip was part of Obama’s 
push to get as many people as possible to vote 
before Election Day He’s the first sitting presi- 
dent to cast an in-person early ballot. 

Democrats have been aggressively trying to 
gain an advantage over Republicans in states 
that allow early voting. When Obama an- 
nounced that he would be voting early, he said 
on Twitter, “If your state has early voting, join 
me,” and directed followers to a link with more 
information about early voting.

How much caffeine?

Energy drinks do not always divulge how much caffeine they 
contain, and when an amount is listed on a label, it is not al- 
ways accurate. Consumer Reports magazine has found. 

According to a study released Thursday by the magazine, 
II of the 27 top-selling energy drinks in the U.S. do not spec- 
ify the amount of caffeine in their beverages. 

Of the 16 drinks that did list a specific caffeine amount, 
five had more caffeine per serving than was listed and the 
average excess was more than 20 percent. 

The study comes fast on the heels of news that U.S. health 
regulators are investigating reports of five deaths that may 
be associated with Monster Beverage Corp.’s Monster En- 
ergy drink. 

At the same time. Monster, maker of the top-selling ener- 
gy drink in the U.S., is being sued by the family of a 14-year- 
old girl with a heart condition who died after drinking two 
Monster Energy drinks in a 24-hour period. 

The lawsuit and reports of other deaths could escalate 
calls from critics, including two U.S. senators and the New 
York attorney general, about the safety of the beverages and 
the way they are marketed. 

Aside from companies not wanting to give away their se-

FOR REDEYE 

The Carolina Panthers 
may be 1-5, well below 
expectations after finish- 
ing last season 6-10. But 
the Bears aren’t about to 
say they’ll breeze past them and rising star 
Cam Newton on Sunday RedEye spoke to the 
Bears defense about containing the 6 -foot- 
5, 245-pound quarterback, who threw for 
374 yards and ran for two touchdowns when 
these teams met in 2011. 

Whafs the difference between preparing for 
Cam Newton on film and actually 
playing against him? 

Linebacker Nick Roach: [He’s] one of the 

biggest guys that you’ll probably play against 
at that position that can make a move like 
that. Your focus is just on trying to contain 
him if he does decide to scramble. And you 
have to prepare for some of the run plays 
they have for him too. 

Lineman Corey Wootton: It was everything 
we saw on film. He’s a guy who can not only 
throw the ball but run. He can get outside 
the pocket and make plays. And he made 
some really good plays, eluding pressure, 
getting to the outside, and hitting [receivers] 
deep. When we were able to get pressure on 
him [in 2011}, he was tough to bring down. I 
know Matt Toeaina, who’s one of the stron- 
gest guys on the team, had him in his hands, 
tried to pull him down, and he shook him off 
He’s the kind of guy that when you’re rushing 
against him, you’re like, “Oh, he’s not going 
to be one of those guys that goes down and 
takes the sack.” 

Safety Major Wright: At any time, he can 
make any play He can make any throw on the 
field. But watching film on him first and now 
playing against him, you see more, you’re 


aware of more. We’ve had a whole year to 
know what he does better, and to focus on 
the things that he does better now than he 
did last year. 

How do you tackle Cam Newton? 

Roach: I mean, he’s not the biggest guy 
to ever play football. What is he —he’s 
240 pounds? So he probably feels like a 
240 -pound guy 

Cornerback Charles Tillman: I don’t think 
there’s a formula of tackling him. Just get 
him down by any means necessary— legally If 
you’re thinking too much about how you’re 
going to tackle this guy, you’re probably going 
to miss a tackle. 

Wootton: You have to wrap him up and 
hogtie him, almost. You’re not going to arm 
tackle him. ... You gotta basically bear hug 
him and not let go. [Laughs.] 

How have you re-created him in practice? 
Roach: Whoever the scout team quarterback 
is, we can kind of stage a scramble if we need 
to or something. It’s more something that 
you’re aware of, because [Newton is] not go- 
ing to scramble every time. 

Wootton: [In practice we] have Jason 
Campbell, who’s going to be giving us a look. 
They’re similar in arms. Cam’s obviously a 
little faster than Jason Campbell, but Jason 
does a good job of getting outside the pocket 
and creating that look for us that we’re going 
to get in the game. 

Are there any other quarterbacks in the NFL 
to whom you liken the experience of defend- 
ing Newton? 

Roach: We’ve played a lot of mobile guys. We 
played [Robert Griffin III] in the preseason, 
we played [Donovan] McNabb a number of 
times. Pretty much anybody who can move. 


[Christian] Ponder’s a fast guy 

Tillman: Michael Vick. Their elusiveness, 
explosiveness. The way they run away from 
defenders. 

Linebacker Brian Uriacher: [Josh] Freeman’s 
tall and fast, in Tampa. There’s a bunch of tall 
fast guys. There’s not a lot of guys that run a 
4.4 [seconds in the 40 -yard dash] at 6-6, 245, 
whatever he is. No, there’s not a lot of guys 
like him. 

Wootton: I would say he’s very comparable to 
Joe Webb from Minnesota. We had a tough 
time tackling and sacking him. ... He doesn’t 
have as good an arm as Cam Newton, but 
similar as far as his ability to run, his ability to 
escape, his ability to break tackles. [New- 
ton’s] so different. He’s 6-5, 6-6, and there 
are not many running backs who are that 


height, not many tight ends who are his size. 
He’s just a freak athlete. 

Wright: Well, you’ve got Tim Tebow Oh 
[pauses, thinking] there’s not many [in terms 
of] his size, his speed and some things that he 
do bring to the game. He’s a special quarter- 
back. 

Other than getting a win, what would you 
consider a success against Newton? 

Tillman: Keeping him from scoring. 

I think that’s success. Keeping him from 
getting in the end zone, putting up points, 
making big plays. 

Wootton: I think the biggest thing is just get- 
ting pressure on him, limiting the big plays, 
and forcing turnovers. That’s a successful 
game for us.

If Cutler’s hurt again, 
he’s ready to step in

The last two Bears seasons have ended with 
Jay Cutler injured and the team going down 
in a blaze of backup QB ineptitude. Enter 
Jason Campbell. The eight-year veteran 
led Oakland to a 4-2 mark last year before 
breaking his collarbone; by the time he was 
back, his job belonged to Carson Palmer and 
he was in Chicago as Cutler’s backup. Camp- 
bell was called in Monday for two series after 
Cutler’s injury He spoke with RedEye about 
life as a backup quarterback. 

Tell us then about that moment when 
Cutler went down. 

When I saw that play I saw [Detroit’s 
Ndamukong Sub] grab Jay’s arm. You’re 
thinking, “OK, it’s just a sack.” But when 
I saw him pick him up and slam him into 
the ground on his shoulder side, I didn’t 
know if it was a shoulder, a concussion or 
what it was. I immediately dropped my hat, 
dropped whatever I had in my hand and 


ran and got my helmet and started trying 
to throw really quick, because I know the 
amount of time you have to warm up is 30, 
45 seconds. You’re hoping that he’s OK. At 
the same time, you’re like, “This is your job. 
You have to go out and execute the best 
that you know how, find a way to get into a 
rhythm as quick as possible.” 

After he was injured and went back in to 
play, I just left my helmet on for the most 
part. I just kept staying warm, kept staying 
loose just in case, because you don’t know 
how he’s going to react on the next hit. 

Did you learn anything during all your time 
as a starter in Washington and Oakiand 
about the backup mentality? 

I was pretty fortunate to be in a position 
where I had some good ones behind me. 
Mark Brunell was a guy who taught me 
a lot early on in my career. Todd Collins, 
when he came to Washington from Kansas 
City They would tell you it’s more difficult 
being a backup than it is being a starter. 

A starter, you prepare all week. Y)u know 
what you’re going to see. You go straight 
from warm-ups in pregame to the game. As 
a backup, you don’t get those reps. 


Once that pregame warm-up is over, you go 
and put your helmet down, put your hat on, 
but at the same time you’re still trying to stay 
in tune with the game. But when your time 
comes to play, it’s not like you flip that switch 
on [snaps his fingers] and you’re good to go 
right then. You’ve got to get into a rhythm. 

If the Bears win the Super Bowl but you 
don’t play the rest of the season, how do 
you think you’il react? 

Shoot, Ed be happy! These are my team- 
mates. This is a team. Eootball’s one of the 
most team sports there is, so you win a 
Super Bowl, that’s the ultimate goal in foot- 
ball. Whether you’re a starter, a backup, 
a manager on the team, a trainer, anyone, 
you’re going to be ecstatic. 

Did I foresee myself being a backup in 
my eighth year? In my prime? No, I didn’t. 
It happened a lot sooner than I thought 
it was going to happen. But it’s the role 
that I’m in right now It’s the role I have to 
accept. And I’m going to do the best that I 
can in that role and make the best of it.

Luckily, stores are happy to sell to procrastinators. 

Fantasy Costumes in Portage Park has extended 
its hours and is open nonstop through Halloween. 
According to Frank Roberts, rental employee at the 
shop, customers flock to the store between the hours 
of midnight and 3 a.m. “People rush in after bars,” he 
said, citing the economy as a major cause of last-min- 
ute shopping. 

Still, spending is up this year over last year. The av- 
erage person is expected to shell out about $80 this 
year on decorations, costumes and candy according to 
the National Retail Federation. That’s up from about 
$72 last year. 

Michael Goon, spokesman for the national chain of 
Spirit Halloween pop-up stores, said the 10 to 15 days 
leading up to Halloween tend to be the busiest. (Some 
locations open as early as late August, but all close 
Thursday) 

There are some topical options this year that will be 
big (we’re talking Big Bird big), but the classics tend 
to run the show And by classics, we mean sexy for the 
ladies and pop culture-inspired for the men.

If you have fond memories of cashing in your allowance for quarters and then plugging 
them into games at the local arcade, two recently opened bars are offering the chance to relive 
the past. Emporium Arcade Bar (1366 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-697-7922) in Wicker Park and 
Headquarters Beercade (950 W Wolfram St. 773-665-5660) in Lakeview both feature a bounty 
of classic video games— only this time around, you can play with a beer in hand and stay out 
way later than your parents would let you. I paid both bars a visit last weekend 
to face ’em off, “Street Fighter ’’-style. 


EMPORIUM I HEADQUARTERS 


June 15 

DEBUT DATES 

Oct. 11 

Danny Marks, who opened the Wicker 
Park bar with his brother Doug, 
previously worked as a manager at an 
arcade bar in Brooklyn called Barcade. 
Their family also operated arcades in 
the ’80s. 

OWNERSHIP 

Mark Kwiatkowski and Brian Galati 
run Lakeview bar Uncle Fatty’s Rum 
Resort and remodeled adjacent bar The 
Coach House into Headquarters, which 
opened Oct. 11. They also have two more 
projects in the works. 

Danny thought Barcade’s arcade 
bar concept would work well in his 
native Chicago and started plans for 
Emporium after he left Barcade in 
summer 2011. 

INSPIRATION 

The owners also were inspired by 
Barcade, which they visited while doing 
research in New York for an artisanal 
beer-focused bar project they’re keep- 
ing quiet about. 

Danny said the bar uses tokens 
instead of quarters so that staff feels 
more comfortable doling out replace- 
ments, but also because “it’s a classic 
arcade sort of thing,’’ he said. “The 
games do eat tokens a lot.’’ 

irLL 

COST YOU 

The machines are equipped to take 
quarters but currently are free to play. 
“We were initially planning on doing it 
as a grand opening promotion, but we 
love the response, so it’s indefinite,’’ 
Kwiatkowski said. 

Little nooks between games provide a 
place to rest your drink from the bar- 
and your purse, in my case. 

PERKS 

Servers will check in while you’re 
playing to see if you’re ready for refills 
and place your drinks on the nearest 
convenient surface. 

The bar doesn’t sell any, but outside 
eats are welcome. There’s a stack of 
menus in front for nearby restaurants 
such as Pot Pan Thai, and the whole 
place can smell mouth-wateringly good 
when there’s a group chowing on grub 
from Harold’s Chicken across the street. 

FOOD 

Servers will bring you a book of deliv- 
ery menus for eateries such as Panes, 
Pompei Pizza and Fogo 2 Go, and the 
bar also sells “dirty” potato chips ($2) 
and beef jerky ($9) made by Etno 

Village Grill chef Chris Cason. 

“The Simpsons’’ normally is a four-play-

visited. And in “Mortal Kombat,” players 
couldn’t compete against each other. 








DRINKS 


A The focus is on American craft 
beers such as Emmett’s black IPA 
($7) and Dirty Bastard Scotch- 
style ale from Founders Brewing 
($6), though Emporium also 
serves PBR to cater to the hipster 
crowd. The owners are fond of 
whiskey and have stocked the bar 
with a serious selection of small- 
batch brands including Angel’s 
Envy ($11) and locally made Few 
Spirits ($9). 


A No PBR here. The bar 
specializes in lesser-known brews 
such as Stillwater Kopstootje ale 
($10) and Dark Horse raspberry 
ale ($7). “We’re excited to see 
these quirky beers selling in 
volume,’’ Kwiatkowski said. A 
cocktail menu developed by local 
mixology company Pour Souls 
capitalizes on the nostalgic vibe 
with odd but delicious drinks such 
as Who’s Got the Mott’s ($9), a 
blend of apple vodka, cinnamon 
applesauce and apple bitters 
served with a cinnamon stick. 



Emporium has a better selection of multiplayer games, making your night 
^ out more social, and the small-batch booze selection is sure to win over any 

whiskey fan. It also draws bigger crowds, though it’s easy to find a seat since 
most people are waiting their turn for a favorite game while watching other play- 
ers show off their skills. But it’s Headquarters (right) that nets the high score in my 
book. It seems like vintage arcade games were made to take as much of your money 
as possible, so the free-play policy that allows you to spend your cash on beer instead of 
tokens is a huge plus. While I was able to order drinks at Emporium’s bar quickly, the service 
at Headquarters impressed, with servers checking back 
to make sure I liked my cocktail and a feedback section 
on every receipt inquiring what new games and beers 
customers would like to see. The dynamic might change 
as Headquarters gets busier, but for now it’s my pick for a 
night of gaming and drinking.

O’Hare dining upgrade takes flight

For years, the dining options beyond security 
in O’Hare International Airport’s Terminal 5 
were so limited that travelers couldn’t even 
buy a cup of coffee. 

Next year, however, those heading to all cor- 
ners of the world via Chicago will be able to 
eat food prepared by some of the city’s most 
recognizable names, buy pricey jewelry and 
get a massage. 

Last week city officials offered de- 
tails about the $26.2 million upgrade to 
Terminal 5 at the nation’s second-busiest air- 
port, which saw more than i million inter- 
national departures last year. The upgrade is 
expected to be finished by fall 2013. 

Rosemarie Andolino, commissioner of the 
Chicago Department of Aviation, said the 
improvements are both a bid to stimulate 
more international traffic for the city and to 
“start a customer’s journey in a better envi- 
ronment.” 

For two decades. Terminal 5 has had seven 
restaurants and a common dining area outside 
security but none within, meaning travelers 
laying over in Chicago would need to leave 


security for options that include fast-food 
hamburgers, hot dogs and pizza. Those leav- 
ing from Chicago would need to take food 
through security 

“That truly was unacceptable,” Andolino 
said. “This is long overdue.” 

The remodeled Terminal 5 will feature eight 
upscale fast-food options beyond a remodeled 
security checkpoint, including a third O’Hare 
location of Rick Bayless’ Tortas Frontera and 
several concepts from the Lettuce Entertain 
%u chain, including Big Bowl, Hub 51, Wow 
Bao and a new initiative called Urban Olive, 
which specializes in Mediterranean-style 
food. 

There also will be ii retail shops (including 
Bulgari and Michael Kors) and a spa. 

A 1 0,0 00 -square-foot duty-free shop 
also will be added inside the security perim- 
eter (a smaller, temporary version has already 
opened). The duty-free shop previously was 
outside of security 

Even the bathrooms will be improved, An- 
dolino said, tilting more toward “hospitality” 
and away from “utilitarian.” 

“They’ll have more of a hotel look,” she 


said. 

In all, the updated Terminal 5 will take cues 
from some of the world’s leading airports, like 


those in Europe and Asia, trying to “extract 
the best of those airports with what we’re try- 
ing to do in Chicago.”

A standout on Prost’s daring “beertail” menu-its 24 taps may be the only 
beer-focused cocktail menu in Chicago-Der Bierhund stems from the 
grapefruit-centric greyhound, replacing vodka or gin with Radeberger Pil- 
sner. House-made thyme-infused simple syrup, walnut bitters and a sprig of 
fresh thyme push it beyond a traditional radler or shandy. “An entire menu 
focusing on [beer cocktails], I don’t think there’s something like that in this 
city,’’ says Prost head chef Ian Flowers. “[The Radeberger] has a nice, clear 
finish, so it’s not going to muddle the thyme or the flavor of the grapefruit 
juice.”

Victoria Justice recognized the demographic 
jump she’d be making from her hit Nickel- 
odeon show “Victorious” to the PG-13 film 
“Fun Size.” 

“I was like, ‘Don’t really know if this is 
going to fly’ ” says Justice of the not-so-kid- 
friendly language of her “Fun Size” character, 
Wren. “That was toned down a little bit. 
She’s definitely still a very relatable teenage 
girl, but she’s not quite as mouthy” 

The Friday release, written by “The 
Colbert Report” writer Max Werner and 
directed by Josh Schwartz of “The O.C.” 
and “Gossip Girl,” focuses on Wren’s effort 
to attend a huge Halloween bash while not 
losing sight of the kid brother she’s assigned 
to babysit. It still has reason to attract older 
viewers. Chelsea Handler plays Wren’s mom; 
“Project X” star Thomas Mann plays a kid 
with a crush on Wren; and “Jackass” star 
Johnny Knoxville plays the villain. 

At the Park Hyatt, the 19-year-old Justice, 
who’s currently working on her debut musi- 
cal album and expects to release the first 
single early next year, talked about scary 
movies and Halloween costumes, transition- 
ing into more adult fare and her considerable 
love of mustaches. 

With Halloween approaching, what’s a 
movie that really scared you? Tell me what 
that experience was like. 

I’m like a baby when it comes to scary mov- 
ies. I thoroughly enjoy them and I love that 
thrill, but mentally they affect me so that 
when I get home I’m paranoid. As soon as I 
step into my house I like turn all the lights 


on and get freaked out about the dark. I 
think when I saw “The Exorcist” when I was 
little, I think that really freaked me out. “The 
Ring”— all those creepy movies. 

Did you make it through the whole movie or 
turn it off and run? 

^ah, I make it through the whole movie. It’s 
like the psychological damage that it does to 
me [laughs] is not actually worth watching 
the movie. 

Between your experience on “Gilmore Girls” 
and “Fun Size,” it seems like Halloween has 
been a big part of your career for a while. Tell 
me your favorite costume you’ve ever worn 
on Halloween. 

[Laughs.] “Gilmore Girls,” that’s really bring- 
ing it back. That was my first job on TV when 
I got to L.A. I played a hobbit from “Lord 
of the Rings.” My favorite costume I’ve ever 
worn off-screen, I was a ketchup bottle one 
year. I really liked that costume just because 
it was something different. Not everyone 
goes as a ketchup bottle. [Laughs.]

Of course a local jerk (Taylor Handley) 
fosters a rivalry with Jay because every surf- 
ing movie needs a bad guy to be shown up on 
the water. Directed by Curtis Hanson (“L.A. 
Confidential”) and Michael Ap ted, who 
stepped in when Hanson required emergency 
heart surgery late in production, “Chasing 
Mavericks” and its script by Kario Salem gets 
a little corny in its messages about finding 
your way through the hard stuff It’s OK to 
teach a kid lessons like this; that’s why we 
have dads.

Pacing the nearly three-hour film as if it were a 
teaser for itself, Chicago-native writers/directors 
Andy and Lana Wachowslci (“The Matrix”) and 
German filmmaker Tom Tykwer (“Run Lola Run”) 
don’t deliver a single powerful sequence or profound 
moment. They spell out every theme in the clunkiest 
way possible. The most egregious examples include, 
“What is an ocean if not a multitude of drops?” and

Broadbent, Hugh Grant, Susan Sarandon, Hugo Weav- 
ing, Jim Sturgess, Keith David and others play several 
different characters, with many of the performances 
(and the required makeup) as embarrassing as the 
script. Several non-white actors appear in whiteface. 

At one point Weaving plays a diabolical female nurse 
and Hanks looks like he came from the Shire in “The 
Lord of the Rings.” None of the characters or emo- 
tions register because of the film’s structure, shifting 
in time and place roughly every minute. That’s not a 
meaningful tour, just a disorienting stunt that puts his- 
tory on a wheel and spins it without purpose. 

At a glance, it seems like the film weaves an ambi- 
tious, complex tapestry Yet not even the notion 
of supreme love connects because people spend so 
much more time saying love this and love that, but 


not fleshing out that bond between them. 

“Cloud Atlas” is a patchwork quilt of generalities, 
a Frankenstein’s monster of bite-sized wisdom deliv- 
ered as if it were the first time anyone dared speak 
about such concepts as courage and faith. 

Perhaps some people will take the pretentious film 
as an ambitious sermon, spreading its wings to en- 
compass the fabric of the universe. While the movie 
does more than most others, it doesn’t do anything 
better. I found its take on human nature and behavior 
remarkably superficial, and its presentation of racism 
cartoonish. The message about minorities is insulting 
and reductive, adding up to, “They’re good, simple 
people who will come through if you just give ’em a 
chance!” 

Regarding the scope of existence and how “Our 
lives are not our own,” the big message is that there 
are always good people and bad people, good things 
and bad things. Also, rebellion and revolution take 
courage. Who knew?

Local filmmakers 
float ‘Cloud Atlas’

As they swept through airports while making 
their ambitious, risky new movie, “Cloud At- 
las,” directors Andy and Lana Wachowski got 
used to answering a surprisingly tough ques- 
tion from customs officials. 

“The/d say, ‘What’s your movie about?’ ” 
Andy said. “It’s about the sum of human ex- 
perience. They always look up and go, ‘Oh, 
really...’ ” 

“Our target audience is customs officials,” 
Lana whispered. Actually their target audi- 
ence is grown-ups. 

The Wachowski siblings made “Cloud At- 
las” together with German director Tom Tyk- 
wer. If filmmaking were an Olympic sport, the 
trio would score maximum difficulty points 
for even attempting the project: Their script, 
adapted from British author David Mitchell’s 
best-selling, puzzle-like 2004 novel, vaults 
through six interwoven storylines spanning 
some 500 years and several genres, from a 
19th-century sea yarn to a 20th-century thrill- 
er to a post-apocalyptic romance. 

The movie’s sprawling narrative and in- 
dependently financed $102 million budget 
required its three filmmakers to embark on 
a rocky six-year search for financing and ul- 
timately shoot on two sets at the same time, 
one helmed by the Wachowskis, the other by 
Tykwer. 

Their hopes for the movie also have in- 
spired the Wachowskis to overcome their 
long-standing aversion to the press. In early 
October the three directors gathered in Tyk- 
wer’s New York hotel room to explain their 
quixotic quest to make “Cloud Atlas,” which 
opens Friday 

Lana, 47, has been on her own personal 
journey: She is transgender and until 2002 
was called Larry With fuchsia dreadlocks and 


a soft voice, she seems to be the spiritual lead- 
er of the group; Lana’s younger brother, Andy, 
44, is bald and barrel-chested and warier than 
his sister to talk but acerbically funny when he 
does; Tykwer, 47, is cerebral and handsome, 
with a heavy German accent. 

The three share similar origin stories; aU 
started making short films as children. The 
Wachowskis, born in Chicago, found jobs in 
carpentry and comic books before they di- 
rected their first feature, “Bound,” in 1996; 
Tykwer, born in Wuppertal, Germany worked 
as a theater projectionist before his first fea- 
ture, “Deadly Maria,” came out in 1993. 

Friends since 1999, when Tykwer ’s defining 
crime thriller “Run Lola Run” opened in the 
U.S. within a few months of the Wachowskis’ 
now iconic sci-fi action movie “The Matrix,” 
the filmmakers had stayed in touch over the 
years, looking for a project to share. When 
Lana read “Cloud Atlas” in 2005, she saw in 
it the potential of the deep-think, big-canvas 
films she and her brother had loved in their 
youth, like “2001: A Space Odyssey” and rec- 
ommended the book to Andy and Tykwer. 

“There was a time when movies were funny 
and sad and dramatic and slapsticky and chal- 
lenging and thought-provoking all at the same 
time,” Lana said. “That would be one movie. 
Now you break that all up into a comedy a ro- 
mance, a drama. With ‘Cloud Atlas’ we were 
thinking, ‘It could be everything.’ ” 

“We felt like, because it’s so challenging, it 
will need three directors,” Tykwer said. “It will 
help to have three minds!” 

The directors’ next step may be the hard- 
est yet: attracting a broad audience to a movie 
that asks a lot of its viewers. 

“We’re hoping the audience is there,” Lana 
said. want everyone not only to enjoy it but 

to be challenged by it and stimulated by it.”

For better and for 
worse, “The Sessions” 
has “crowd-pleaser” 
written all over it. 

The dmmedj, 
which picked up a 
couple of awards at 
the Sundance Film 

Festival, engineers a small story for mass 
consumption. It’s falafel at a chain restaurant: 
Good enough, but missing some flavor. 

The terriflc John Hawkes (“Martha Marcy 
May Marlene,” “Winter’s Bone”) stars as 
real-life poet/journalist Mark O’Brien, who’s 
spent the majority of his life in an iron lung 
after contracting polio at age 6. Thirty-eight 
and still a virgin, Mark’s ready to change that. 
So with the blessing of a priest (William H. 
Macy) who becomes a friend, Mark hires 
Cheryl (Helen Hunt), a sexual surrogate who, 
in no more than six sessions, will guide this 
man who has never masturbated and hasn’t 
seen his penis in 30 years, toward not just 
sexual comfort but experience and compe- 
tency What’s the difference between Cheryl 
and a prostitute? You don’t have to pay up 
front, which Mark learns after botching their 
first meeting by leading with, “ Y)ur money’s 
on the desk over there.” 

Compared to “The Diving Bell and the 
Butterfly” another true story whose main 
character could barely move but refused to 
let that stand in his way “The Sessions” falls 
short in seeing the world through Mark’s 
eyes. Writer-director Ben Lewin instead

courts a tone that falls closer to amusingly 
bittersweet than the wide, from anguish-to- 
affirmation spectrum of “Diving Bell.” When 
Mark’s attendant, Vera (Moon Bloodgood), 
makes a comment about simultaneous 
orgasms, you see the punchline from a mile 
away as a hotel clerk (Ming Lo) says, “What’s 
that?” And it’s unclear how Cheryl’s husband 
(Adam Arkin), who grows jealous when Mark 
expresses feelings for her, has made it this far 
with his wife and her profession. 

Every actor’s strong, but Hawkes in par- 
ticular uses each moment to articulate, with 
little movement, the mix of resilience and 
shame and ultimately freedom that drives his 
life as an author who types using a stick in his 
mouth— and a man longing to participate in 
opportunities most people take for granted. 

“Scratch with your mind,” Mark tells 
himself when he gets a tickle on his nose 
that his body won’t allow him to scratch. In a 
different way the enjoyable, moving and fast- 
paced-to-a-fault “The Sessions” leaves you 
with an itch and a feeling that a nice movie 
could have been great. I felt the same way 
about “The King’s Speech”: very well-acted, 
not super-informative or memorable. 

If “The Sessions” didn’t feature as many 
premature ejaculations as ‘American Pie,” 
we might have a real best picture Oscar 
contender.

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WILLIAM H. M ACY ENTERS VIRGIN 
TERRITORY IN *THE SESSIONS*

When “The Sessions” co-star William H. 
Macy came to Chicago in the early 1970s, he 
briefly worked as a waiter at former Lincoln 
Park bar Le Pub. He made more money he 
says, as a carpenter. 

“II would] build shelves and things like 
that for people ... I’m still hacking away at 
things,” the actor said at the James Hotel 
before heading to a location shoot for his 
Showtime series, “Shameless.” “I’m a terrible 
carpenter, but I do love doing it.” 

Fortunately, Macy spends more time on 
his day job, racking up countless standout 
roles in films including “Boogie Nights,” 
“Pleasantville,” “Magnolia” and “Fargo,” for 
which he was nominated for an Oscar. In 
“The Sessions,” opening Friday, the 62-year- 
old plays Father Brendan, who becomes an 
advisor to Mark O’Brien (John Hawkes). 
Mark, a 38-year-old journalist who has spent 
most of his life in an iron lung, works with a 
sex surrogate (Helen Hunt) to finally lose his 
virginity 

You used to baby-sit your “Shameless” co- 
star Joan Cusack. 

I did. That’s my story, and I’m sticking to 
it. ... The Cusacks, I built some shelves for 
them and things like that, which Joan says 
they’re still in the house. I’m pleased to 
know they haven’t fallen apart. 

How much trouble did they give you? 

You know, I have no memory of it. It sounds 
like a better story than the actuality is. Next 
time we talk I’ll make up some {bleep} be- 
cause I’m never hide-bound by the truth. So 
I’ll make up something that she did. 

Why do you think, as your character notes in 
“The Sessions,” the phrase “Oh, God” factors 
into sex so frequently? 

Isn’t that funny? It’s true; that’s what people 
shout out. Perhaps that’s as close to God as 
we can get. ... First of all, it deals with dis- 
abilities. We’re charged to love each other 
and care for each other, and one of the ways 
you keep score in a modern society is, “How 
well do we take {care of} people who need it 
the most?” ... It’s a situation that’s not going 
away people with disabilities. ... When you 
combine that with our attitudes toward 
sex in this country you’ve got a deliciously 


naughty problem. The answers are pretty 
simple and fundamental but it tests you to 
your core. Because we have a screwed up 
attitude toward sex in this country 

IVe noticed. 

We don’t like sex, especially the censors ... 
Violence we’re cool with. I don’t know much 
but I know this: Violence is bad. It’s always 
bad; it’U never be good. Sex is good. Even the 
bad sex I’ve had has been pretty good. 

Is there a hypothetical role that you feel 
would be particularly challenging for you 
because it doesn’t match up with the way 
you see the world? 

Actually no, and to me sort of the opposite: 

I can imagine a film which has a point of 
view that I can’t endorse, so I wouldn’t do it. 
If what I thought the writer was trying to get 
across was something I found repugnant, I 
won’t do it. I won’t do it if I don’t even find 
it true ... There’s this film ‘A Time to Kill” 
where they basically said, “Vigilantism is 
OK.” And it’s not. And that film also says, 
‘American jurisprudence doesn’t work.” And 
it does. It’s the best system in the world. 

That film I found reprehensible. 

If you were offered that ... 

Yeah, I wouldn’t do it. But, to answer your 
question, I would love to play the bad guy 

In a movie like that? 

Yeah! I’ll play Hitler; I’U play the racist. 

Why does that appeal to you more? 

Because you can really help teU a legitimate 
story I grew up in the South; I found South- 
ern racists in films always to be drawn like 
cartoon characters. There’s a point of view, 
and we’re so allergic to racism that a lot of 
times we won’t even portray it. ... We cartoon 
it to make sure nobody thinks I think that. 

Tm a big fan of “Boogie Nights.” Who do 
you think is responsible for Little Bill’s wife’s 
infidelity: Bill or his wife? 

Perhaps there’s a third villain in here, which 
is the times. There was a time when we 
thought, “ Y)u know, sex is just a nice thing 
to do. It’s like shaking hands. It doesn’t mean 
much.” We were wrong. It means a whole lot.

Bill Maher: Liberals’ 
profane comic in chief

Look out, President Obama. Bill Maher is 
feeling conflicted about your re-election. 

Has the relentless basher of Republican 
presidential nominee Mitt Romney, conser- 
vatives in general and undecided voters on 
HBO’s “Real Time With Bill Maher” really 
been flipped? Is the veteran comedian who 
made headlines when he contributed $i mil- 
lion to Obama’s re-election campaign ear- 
lier this year having second thoughts? Was 
Obama’s first debate performance that pa- 
thetic? 

Judging from Maher’s subdued demeanor 
the afternoon after that debate, the ques- 
tion was not too far-fetched. The 56 -year-old 
comedian with his trademark “But I’m not 
wrong” line was far from the upbeat, self- 
assured host who had gleefully declared just 
a few weeks earlier that numerous stumbles 
had cost Romney the election. Maher gath- 
ered his seven-member writing staff in a jum- 
bled corner of Television City studios in L.A. 
Almost all of them have been with him since 
“Politically Incorrect,” the politics-celebrity 
series he created and hosted on Comedy Cen- 
tral and ABC from 1993 to 2002. 

Seated at the head of the table, he expressed 
bewilderment at the debate. He then rushed 
off to tweak his monologue in the solitude 
of his office while his writers launched into a 
frenzy of trading one-liners that he could in- 
corporate into the show 

On the next day’s live installment, Maher 
zeroed in squarely on the president. “Obama 
looked like he took my million dollars and 
spent it all on weed,” he quipped. “I haven’t 
seen a black man look that disinterested since 
I dragged Chris Rock to a Beach Boys con- 
cert.” 


The comedian was much more encouraged 
after the second debate last week. “Obama 
came out strong, and, to use a cliche, did what 
he had to do,” he said in a quick phone call. 
“I do think it will make a difference. Rom- 
ney didn’t want to look like he was less than 
a man— he notched it up to ii and came off 
looking mean and arrogant. He looked like 
that CEO you don’t like.” 

Come election day, Maher, who has labeled 
Romney a “buffoon,” is certain to cast his 
vote for Obama. But while he believes a sec- 
ond term for the president would be good for 
the country a selfish part of him is pulling for 
Romney “Nothing would be better for this 
show,” he said, flashing a mischievous grin. 
“Romney as president would just be a font of 
comedy material.” 

Not that “Real Time” needs an extra boost. 
Now in its loth season, “Real Time” has al- 
ready been renewed through 2014 as part of 
the comedian’s new three-year-deal with the 
network. 

Maher’s popularity has remained consis- 
tent in the face of strong competition in TV’s 
political satire arena, which includes “Satur- 
day Night Live,” Comedy Central’s Jon Stew- 
art and Stephen Colbert and the late-night 
troop of Jay Leno, David Letterman and Jim- 
my Kimmel. 

“I take many stands that people have never 
seen on TV before,” said Maher, theorizing on 
his sustained popularity “But over time. I’ve 
become like that outrageous relative you see 
at the holidays. By that 20th Thanksgiving 
dinner, you say, ‘^ah, he’s an atheist, but you 
know what? That’s OK. He might even have 
a point about that.’ %u might even call it an 
acquired taste. This is a high-wire act, but I’ve 
been doing it for 20 years.”
